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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11/20/06 
has been entered.

2. Applicant's arguments filed 11/20/06 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 
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5. Claims 9-11, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Durgin (6,591,838). Durgin discloses a longitudinal or elongate implant (30) having a 
dimension adapted to be implanted within a pharyngeal airway embedded within tissue of 

the airway and without obstruction of the airway and the implant having a mechanical ^ 
characteristic of elasticity to be biased toward a rest position (col. 4, lines 58-67). The 
elongate implant being made from open cell foam, which is fibrosis-inducing material, 
permits tissue and collagen growth in pores of the foam to reduce migration of the 
implant in the body. 

Regarding claim 15, the implant (30) is adapted to be placed with its longitudinal 
axis extending parallel to an axis of a pharyngeal airway if one desired to do so. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Durgin 
'838. Durgin discloses all the limitation of the claims except for a presence of the 
material of the implant, polyester as claimed. Durgin disclose the implant being made 
from urethane, silicone, and flouropolymer. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to substitute materials of 
Durgin with the material as claimed. Doing so would amount to mere substitution of one 
material for another within the same art
